First phase of gasoline 
cleanup nearly complete 


by Larz F. Neilson 

The initial response cleanup is 
nearly complete in the area where 
a Gulf gasoline tanker overturned 

~~on Route 93 last Wednesday. 

Mike Bingham, an engineer with 
Handex of Marlboro, the firm con- 
tracting the cleanup, most of the 
contamination has already -been 
removed, including about 2000 
yards of contaminated soil. 
Bingham said the remaining 
contaminated soil would be gone 
by the end of the week~ 

A series of 16 wellpoints have 
been installed surrounding the spill 
area. A trench was dug in the 
center of the area and Water 
pumped from it and treated, to 
keep the direction of groundwater 
flow into the spill area, instead of 
out. 

The wells will remain in place 
and will continue to pump ground- 
water, which will be treated. 
Minute traces of gasoline product 
have become suspended in the 
water in the area of the spill, and

some traces of benzene were 
detected in the Reading wellfield. 

The spill occurred south of the 
stream of the Ipswich River, but 
adjacent and into the wetlands 
which adjoin the river. The area is 
known as Hundred Acre Meadow. 
Just downstream on the southerly 
bank of the river is the Reading 
town water supply, where seven of 
nine wells were shut down. 
Reading has been purchasing water 
from adjoining towns, 

The spill is downstream of all 
Wilmington wells, Groundwater in 
the area, according to Bingham, 
flows southeasterly, toward 
Reading.

$20k grant 
for land 
use study .

Wilmington has been awarded a 
$20,000 Strategic Planning Grant 
for a Land Use Corridor Rede- 
velopment Study of property along 
Rt.

The principal's report on the 
much-publicized hazing incident 
that ocurred at a football camp in 
New Hampshire last August was 
turned over to Wilmington School 
Superintendent William Fay this 
week. Both Fay and high school 
Principal Paul Fleming had been 
directed by the school committee to 
investigate the matter and report 
back to the board by October 9. 

According to Fay, Fleming has 
made his determinations and 
recommended distiplinary action 
against several students, Fay would 
not say what shape the punishment 
would take, but according to school 
policy the perpetrators could be 
suspended from school, from the 
football team, or both. 

During his investigation, said the 
superintendent, Fleming put the 
athletes in four categories: those 
who were victimized, those who 
were perpetrators, casual obser- 
vors, and those who had no 
knowledge of the incidents. The 
students involved and their parents 
have been told about Ficming's 
findings and any disciplinary action 
to be taken against them, said Fay. 
However, the superintendent told 
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this paper no action will be taken 
until he reviews Fleming's report 
and is assured that everything is 
being done legally. 

"We want to do it right the first 
time. We can't behave in a 
capricious or arbitrary manner 
with the youngsters. We have to 
give them due process,” he said. 
That includes advising the parents 
they have a right of appeal. Fay 
said he already has had seven or 
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eight parents come to his office to 
take advantage of those rights. 
Appointments with parents have 
been scheduled for next week. 

When asked who was involved in 
the hazing, Fay replicd he did not 
yet have the names and addresses 
of those students. 

Fay said, for the most part, he 

as completed his own investi- 
gation into supervision at the camp, 
He said he interviewed the coaches, 
the athletic director and some of 
the seniors on the team, When 
pressed for more information, Fay 
would only say “there will be 
recommendations coming forward" 
to the school committee. 

Fleming confirmed Wednesday 
he and Assistant Principal Ed 
Woods have completed their 
investigation, 

"We've done the job morally and 
in the best interest of the kids," 
Fleming said. 

Some members of the school 
committee told this reporter they 
do not favor delay and prefer any 
action to be taken as expedicnily as 
possible. “ 

The school committee is expected 
to take up the matter at its next 
meeting on October 14, 


Semi-finalists named 
in superintendent search

Interviews of the 12 semi-finalists 
in the running for the position of 
Wilmington School Superintendent 
got underway Tuesday at the Ro- 
man House.

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Derby Public Schools, Derby, 
Conn; Robert Coffill Jr., supt., 
School Administrative Unit #32, 
Lebanon, N.H. and former 
principal of Wilmington's Shaw- 
shcen School; Howard Goodrow, 
supt. of the Kearsarge Regional 
School District, SAU #65, New 
London, N.H.; Jean Lavid, supt. 
of Stockton Public Schools, 
Stockton, Kansas; Charles.-Mar- 
tin, supt. of Rockport Public 
Schools, Rockport; Geraldine 
O'Donnell, assistant supt, in 
Haverhill Public Schools; Henry 
O'Donnell, executive director 
March of Dimes Foundation; 
Patricia Santos, assistant supt. in 
North Monterey County Unified 
School District, Calif; Vincent 
Simone, former supt/principal in 
Carlisle Public Schools, Carlisle;

Lockouts an option | 
on cigarette machines:

Wilmington smokers may get a 
reprieve if local officials approve a 
lockout device on cigarette ma- 
chines. Another alternative under 
consideration to tighten up 
enforcement efforts against minors 
purchasing cigarettes is banning the 
machines altogether, 

A public hearing was held by the 
board of health Monday to review 
the whole issue. Chairman Jim 
Ficocicllo explained that his board 
is looking into stricter procedures 
to enforce the state law prohibiting 
minors under 18 years of age to 
purchase cigarettes, He said he had 
observed a youngster go unchal- 
lenged when purchasing a pack of 
cigarettes from a vending machine 
in a local donut shop. He later said 
that he had sent his 14-year-old 
daughter as a "sting" to purchase 
cigarettes from a machine, and no 
one stopped her, 

At the hearing, audience mem- 
bers spoke both pro and con on the 
issue. Those favoring a ban noted 
that lockout devises were not as 
effective as pulling the machines 
from” food establishments and 
convenience stores. They said 
youth view smoking as "cool," 
despite the fact that tobacco is 
more addictive than heroin or 
cocaine and is used as a "gateway 
drug" to other drugs like alcohol. 

"It should be classified as a drug 
and enforced as a drug," 
maintained Arthur Durante of 
Salem Street. He added the best 
way to prevent children from 
becoming "hooked" is to provide 
leadership at the grassroots level. 

Edward Sweea, an attorney, told 
the board 38,000 youngsters start 
smoking in Massachusetts cach 
year. Mark Sawyer of the 
American Cancer Society added 
that 29 percent of high school 
students are smokers 

“The question becomes where do 
they get their cigarettes,” he said. 

Some felt a total ban on the 
machines was too harsh. One of the 
most outspoken was Mark Levine, 
vice-president of the state's 
vending association and treasurer 
of Mclo-Tone Vending Corp. He 
said, while he supports restrictions 
against minors, the lockout 
measure would be an option to 
allow businesses to still serve the 
necds of their adult customers, 

During the mecting, Levine 
demonstrated the device on a 
machine, He showed how it would 
prevent the release of a pack of 
cigarettes until an attendent could 
confirm the customer's age. The 
lockout devices sell for $84 and 
work on two types of machines, 
Currently, 10 to 15 towns have 
adopted their use and six are 
considering them, said Levine.

You're dealing with a very 
addictive substance," added 
Ficociello,

Curbside 
may be 


recycling 
coming 


to Wilmington

Wilmington could have curbside 
pickup of recyclable materials by 
next June, if the cost is deemed 
feasible and selectmen approve the 
idea. June 1993 is the date the 
town's trash contract expires, 

According to Assistant Town 
Manager Jeff Hull, who also serves 
on the Recycling Advisory Com- 
mittee, his board is preparing a 
recommendation on townwide 
recycling to present to the board of 
selecumen, Hull told this paper the 
committce wants to get the 
recommendation in by December 
to coordinate with the town's 
budget process, 

“The consensus scems to be that 
curbside recycling is the most 
desirable route and will create the 
highest level of participation, The 
real question is whether we can 
afford to do it," said Hull. 

After three years, the town's 
recycling effort continues to grow: 
In the first year, said Hull, the 
town took in 553 tons of re- 
cyclables; in the second year it took 
in 772 tons; and this year it will 
take in more than 914 tons. That 
figure, explained Hull, is about 10 
percent of the total trash collected 
in Wilmington. The usual rate in 
other communities is between five 
and eight percent, he added. 

From December 3 to 23, resi- 


dents will be encouraged to bring 
in their old Nynex phone books to 
the recycling center on Old Main 
Strect. The town has arranged to 
recycle the books in a pilot 
program sponsored by Nynex, said 
Hull. The effort will coordinate 
with the December delivery of new 
phone books. 

Hull also announced this week 
that the town will again pick up 
leaves curbside at the end of 
October and again at the end of 
November. Leaves will be picked 
up during regular trash pickup the 
weeks of October 26, November 2, 
November 23, and November30. 
The process will be the same as last 
year. Residents should place leaves 
only in ticd bags to the right of 
their driveways facing the road. 
Trash should be placed on the left 
side of driveways. Wilmington 
citizens may also drop off Icaves 
and their recyclables at the drop 
off center on Saturdays between 9 
a.m. and 4 p.m, 

Any disabled or elderly residents 
wishing to have their recycled 
goods picked up at their door 
should contact the town hall at 
658-3311. The recycling commit- 
tec is still seeking voluntcers to add 
to their list of people willing to do 
the pickups. Interested citizens 
should contact the nt town 
manager.

Republican Paul Cronin has accelerated his media battle 
against Democrat Marty Meehan in the race for Fifth 
District congressman. In a sudden barrage of radio spots 
being carried on key stations in the Boston and local 
markets, Cronin pokes fun at Mechan's career in politics, 
contending that the former prosecutor and deputy state 
secretary is just the type of professional politician voters 
are rejecting in this anti-establishment year. 

Mcehan's press secretary, Patty McCafferty, dismissed the 
Cronin offense as "a distortion" and said that the ad was 
hypocritical as Cronin himself has a long political career 
“and is in his ninth run for public office." 

McCafferty said the Cronin ad ironically belittles 
Mcchan's performance as head of the securities division at 
the state secretary's office "despite the fact that Marty 
turned that office around." McCafferty would not spell out 
what the Mechan response to the Cronin ad will be, but did 
say, "I suggest you keep the radio on." 

In a year when negative campaigning seems to be falling 
on many a deaf ear, the Cronin ad blitz may backfire. It 
also provides Mcehan with the opportunity to strike back 
with a negative assault in kind, armed with the legitimate 
excuse that "the other guy started it." 

In defense of its ad strategy the Cronin camp said the 
salvo aimed at Mechan was "meant to be tongue and cheek" 
and is not negative campaigning because it serves to 
distinguish Cronin from his Democratic opponent. "We're 
trying to differentiate ourselves," Cronin campaign 
manager Andrew Winter told the Town Cricr. "Mcchan 
has tried to portray himself as the newcomer but he's spent 
his entire life on the bureaucratic payroll." 

Cronin's ad, negative or not, is nonetheless affective. Its 
principal production strength is that it’s delivered to voters 
in a humorous context. Ads that provoke a chuckle will 
often produce votes. 

Cronin retained Washington D.C. media consultant Mike 
Murphy to create the ad. Murphy is an icon in the ranks of 
Republican consultants and first achieved fame for his 
production of "Morming in America," the Ronald Reagan. 
commercial which was thematically rich in patriotism and 
family values. 

A striking fact in this campaign is that Cronin is running 
‘heavy media’ while Mcchan can't, The Democrat from 
Lowell won his primary over Chet Atkins by spending 
every last penny. While Mcchan's coffers were dry, 
Cronin went into the general election with over $200,000 
on hand. 

Mcanwhile, Cronin is fending off charges, raised in a 
Boston Globe article last week, that he was involved in an 
unscripuldis development deal in Lawrence. Cronin has 
denied any wrong doing. 

Locally, Mechan remains strong with a plethora of 
endorsements in Tewksbury including Selectmen Jay 
Kelley, Pete Hanson and Tom Conlon. 

Briefly in Politics. . . 

State Representative James Robert Miceli (D- 
Committce on Banks and Banking) has been chewing the fat 
with local pols in an influence peddling effort to promote 
the school committce candidacy of Paul Palizzolo to 
replace retired member John Demarco. Two school 
board members, who asked not to be named, told the Town 
Crier they have come under intense pressure from Miceli 
to back Palizzolo, a former finance committee chairman 
who is challenging former school committee member Aldo 
Caira for the appointment. Caira is a long-time Miceli 
nemesis and lost re-clection last year to DeMarco by the 
razor thin margin of four votes. 

This will not be the first time the representative has used 
his influence to Caira's detriment. His supporters charge 
that Caira was denied the post of executive director of 
Tewksbury State Hospital, known to be a Miceli feeding 
ground, after Miceli worked againsi the appointment. Caira 


later retired as assistant executive director. 

The vote takes place next Tuesday, October 13, as the 
selectmen and school committee meet jointly at town hall. 
_.What a difference 22 days can make in the heart and mind 
‘of’ Massachusetts politician. Having swung away at Nick 
Mavroules right up until the wee hours of Primary night, 
September 15, Barbara Hildt narrowly lost her battle 
against the indicted sixth district congressman, and even 

held out for a recount until all hope was lost. 

But today, Hildt is airing a bombastic radio message 
attacking Republican nominee Peter Torkildsen as a 
flip-flopper on the abortion issue who's camed low ratings 
from labor groups, child advocates, environmentalists and 
women organizations. Hildt asked in the ad, "How can you 
trust Peter Torkildsen?” This, an ironic question to pose 
considering Mavroules is under federal indictment and 
facing a long prison term if convicted. 

Torkildsen dismissed the Mavroules salvo as evidence that 
"he is in a despcrate mode.” Torkildsen, a former state 
lawmaker, said, "For anyone who knows my record in the 
legislature to say I'm against women and children is 
absurd." Torkildsen noted the absence-of Mavroules from 
"the ad. "Here is Mavroules not even strong enough to do 
the attack himself, but he has to use a surrogate.” 

If you happened to be at Stelio's Tuesday morning you 
probably noticed the rare sight of six Republicans under 
one local roof. State Rep. Marianne Brenton was 
holding court with her local supporters as she fends off a 
challenge from Burlington Selectman Ted Ferguson. 
Brenton has maintained strong ties with precinct three 
voters and is hoping to repeat her strong showing in 
Wilmington from the 1990 election. On hand for the 
strategy session with Brenton were Selectman Chairman 
Mark Haldane, Selectman Dan Ballou, Housing 
Authority Chairman Tom Siracusa, Housing Commis- 
sioner Al Meegan and Edwin G. "Ted" Tripp III. 

Town Manager Mike Caira and Selectmen Chairman 
Mark Haldane make their ‘from-time-to-time’ television 
appearance this evening, Wednesday, on WCTV cable 
channel 56, taking calls from residents on the issues of the 
day. Live call-in begins at 7:00. 
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Nancy Torio didn't know what to expect when she 
was called into the Woburn Street School on Tuesday 
as a substitute teacher.

Do your kids play with the telephone? 

During Fire Prevention Week, fire officials are asking school 
children to help stop younger children from playing with phones. 

The problem, according to Lt. Joe McMahon, is that many 
people have programmed telephones, with a button for the fire 
department. While that is great in an emergency, it creates a 
problem when children play with the phone. All it takes is a 
toddler picking up the phone and pushing that one button. The 
phone rings at the fire station, and the dispatcher hears a child 
playing. Is it an emergency? Think of the case in Lexington only a 
couple of months ago where a dispatcher hung up on a woman 
who had been stabbed. All the dispatcher heard were some 
uninteligible sounds. 

Additionally, the call tics up the emergency line. Yes, the fire 
department docs have a secking phone system, so calls jump to 
another line — unless it is busy, like from another child pushing 
the wrong button at the same time. 

Lt. McMahon asks that family members please keep the phone 
away from toddlers and toddlers away from the phone. 

And during Fire Prevention Weck, it is not a bad idea to review 
other safety precautions. Make sure your children know how to 
call for help in an emergency. Make sure they know the address. 
Establish a fire escape plan, and a meeting point outside. Teach the 
kids about fire safety. Check the house for fire hazards. 

Since neither Tewksbury nor Wilmington has a 911 system, 
make sure that fire and police numbers are posted near the phone. 
The fire number (ambulance too) in Wilmington is 658-3200. The 
Wilmington police number is 658-3331.

Give Cressman a chance

A bitter wind swirls around Tewksbury Town Manager David 
Cressman over the trash contract for the town, but Cressman is not 
entirely to blame. 

It took three bids to finally settle the trash contract, and nobody 
scems to like the town manager's final choice. Cressman has been 
blamed for all the mistakes and the final selection. He can't win. 

In the first round of bidding, the legal requirement to advertise 
the bids for two weeks was screwed up and the trash contract had to 
be voided, after it had been awarded to V. Canelas & Co. The town 
manager is being blamed for not insuring that the ad appeared at 
the proper time, and that isn't fair. 

If the ad was submitted to the Tewksbury Advertiser in time to 
meet their deadline, then the Advertiser is to blame, not Cress- 
man. The town manager can't exactly hang around the composing 
room of the Advertiser all day, watching to see that the ad appears 
on the page. He had to trust them to run the ad, and he did. 

In the second round of bidding, the proposals submitted were, in 
Cressman's word, "incomprehensible." The manager said he could 
not make heads or tails of the submitted bids, or even who was low 
bidder. The AG's office agreed with him, settling that problem. 

In the third and final round of bids, Atlantic Waste of Lynn was 
low bidder and won the contract. Then all hell broke loose. 

Frank Canelas, who picked up the town's trash for 37 years, lost 
the contract. Many have argued that Canelas received a raw deal, 
that the other bidders had a chance to see what Frank put in, then 
undercut the daylights out of his bid. True enough, but what choice 
was there? The bidding process is set down in law. 

Cressman is taking heat for not giving Canelas the contract, and 
he is taking heat for giving the contract to the low bidder. Difficult 
indeed. Canelas' bid was the fourth highest out of five in the final 
round, putting Cressman in a tough spot. 

Cressman could have given the contract to Canclas, regardless of 
the bid prices, which would put the town manager in hot water for 
not selecting the low bidder. Saving money for the town is part of 
the town manager's obligations, and $200,000 over three years is a 
significant sum. He made a difficult, unpopular choice -- suicide 
for any politician because Canelas is so popular --.but that's part of 
what Cressman paidto-do: make business decisions for the town 
without being wrapped up in politics. The immediate payback for 
Cressman, however, has been public scom for rejecting one of the 
town's best-known philanthropists and businessmen. 

One lingering question, and Cressman's only possible "out" from 
this storm, is whether Atlantic Waste is doing the job. Arguments 
have been raised that Cressman should have voided the contract on 
September 1, when Atlantic Waste failed to put recycling trucks on 
the road. Maybe so, and he might still be able to follow that path. 

Frank Canelas went before the selectmen to list the troubles with 
Atlantic Waste, and scored several points. From trucks registered 
in New Hampshire to no Tewksbury office or phone, his questions 
about Atlantic Waste deserve answers. If the firm is doing the job 
according to the "bid specs" -- leave them alone. But if Canclas's 
charges are true, Cressman should make the difficult decision and 
void Atlantic's contract. 

But what then? Does Cressman award the contract to Canelas out 
of hand and risk charges of knuckling under to political pressure, 
or does the he seek a fourth round of bids? Both options are sure to 
draw criticism from one side or another. 

The town manager would probably take less flak if he just opened 
a municipal landfill in one of the town's sand pits. (Kidding, folks!) 

The issue still isn't completely resolved, but Cressman deserves 
at least some credit for doing what he had to do, however painful.

When driving to work today on 
Interstate 93 south I was held up in 
unexpected stopped traffic.

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Tech peer leaders 
celebrate differences 


"Celebrating Differences" was the 
theme of the 1992 annual 
Massachusetts Peer Institute, held 
this summer in Southborough, and 
attended by more than 200 young 
people and their advisors, including 
three peer leaders from Shawsheen 
Tech. 

Walter Remick of Bedford; Kevin 
Carter and Krissie Signoretti of 
Billerica spent three-intensive, but 
enjoyable days at the institute, 
accompanied by Shawsheen advisor 
Linda Swasey. Now they are 
planning to put into action some of 
the ideas that came as the result of 
brainstorming with young people 
from across the Commonwealth, 

"We want to celebrate the 
differences among our five towns," 
said Remick. Peer leaders plan to 
Meet soon with freshmen and break 
them into groups to explore the 
conceptions - and misconceptions - 
they believe students have about one 
another's communities. 

Carter said at the institute the 
group discovered they had more in 
common than not. "We may look 
different, but we're the same 
inside," he said. Mceting in small 
groups, called families, Remick said 
there was much discussion in the 
diverse group about urban and 
suburban environments and their 
differences, While suburbanites 
thought of cities as primarily places 
of drugs and crime, they found out 
cities re le more than suburban 
communities, for example. And 
their citified friends discovered that 
not everyone outside the city keeps 
cows, has a pool, and lives on a 
farm. Signoretti said she was very 
interested in speakers from China 
and Haiti, who spoke about their 


difficulties in adjusting to American 
culture. And, when in one exercise, 
a group leader asked people of color 
to go to one side of the room, 
Signoretti, a Caucasian stood up, 
“I'm a color - I'm kind of tan right 
now - I'm certainly not clear," she 
said. Signoretti said the conference 
“made you realize people are the 
same, no matter what color they 
are." 

Other program pecr leaders hope 
to start at Shawsheen include “own a 
homeroom," with peer leaders 
having access to "their" students’ 
schedules when help is needed, and a 
“warm and fuzzy board," where 
students would post positive 
messages for each other. They also 
will continue with a tutoring 
Program, begun several years ago. 
Leaders said one frustration with 
instituting programs other schools 
hold during the day, such as having 
a drop-in center is that Shawsheen 
has no study halls; therefore 
students have no "free" periods. 

Swasey said the conference also 
focused on sexuality and Aids 
education: Shidents attended free; 


Bureau of Substance Abuse 
Services, Department of Public 
Health and the Governor's Alliance 
Against Drugs. 

Students were introduced to 
"Safety Net Parties," which Remick 
described as "sort of a Tupperware 
party for Aids awareness." 
Signoretti said the group leader 
showed how students can distribute 
during a party a bright orange, and 
therefore memorable, package 
containing Aids-related literature 
and condoms, among other things.

WINTERIZE YOUR 
LANDSCAPE 


If you think winter is tough on you, 
imagine what it does to the trees, plants and 
shrubs in your yard. So, just as you protect 
yourself from the harsh winter elements, you 
should-do the same for your yard 


Though all plant life suffers when the 
temperature drops drastically, evergreens are 
the most at risk. Their foliage remains green, 
which leaves it open to damage from ic 
wind and the buildup of snow. Worse, 
evergreens transpire year-round. That means 
they release moisture which must be replaced 
by tapping into the water resources of the 
soil. If the soil around the root system freezes 
solid, there's no moisture to be absorbed, 
Which results first in the browning of foliage, 
and in many cases the death of the evergreen. 


Fortunately, not all shrubs, trees and 
plants are as prone to frigid conditions as 
evergreens. However, branches and leaves 
can still be damaged by wind and even 
broken by the weight of accumulated ice or 
snow, And roots can literally be snapped ais 
the soil freezes and “heaves,” which refers to 
the movement of the frozen soil as it expands. 


So, this is the time to think about 
protecting your yard. A little effort put forth 
now will ensure thriving plants and bright 
blossoms next spring. The following are 
several simple suggestions for readying your 
yard for the rigors of winter 


Deep Watering 


The obvious place to begin is with 
the soil. Despite the most bitter freezing 


conditions, soil several feet deep that has 
been well watered as the temperature dips 
will not freeze all the way through. This 
allows the roots to reach the moisture it needs 
to survive. A vigorous deep watering around 
the first frost and again just before the cold 
weather sets in for good, shduld give all 
forms of plant life a fighting chance. 


Antitranspirant Sprays 

Also called antidessicants, antitranspirant 
sprays help foliage retain moisture, a benefit 
especially important for evergreens. A non- 
toxic, biodegradable spray, such as 
ShrubSaver or CloudCover, forms a 
transparent polymer emulsion on the foliage 
which also protects against wind and sudden 
temperature fluctuations, 


Apply the antitranspirant before the 
thermometer hits the freezing point. A 
thorough spraying should last three months. 
Too much snow and ice can wash away the 
Protective coatings. Be sure to re-spray 
during such warm breaks as the January 
thaw, 


Burlap 


Burlap is about as all-purpose a product 
as there can be. Gardeners for many years 
have placed burlap over large shrubs, or cut 
it into long strips that are wrapped in a spiral 
round the trunk of a young tree to protect 
the developing bark from cracking. Another 
creative use for burlap is as a wind- or snow- 


barrier. Depending on the size of the plant 
or shrub to be protected, two, three or four 
wooden stakes also will be needed. 


A barrier to protect a large bush or small 
tree from the elements can be made simply. 
Find two tall, strong wood poles or stakes just 
a few inches taller than the shrub or tree 
Secure the poles in the ground either by 
digging a hole of hammering them in. Be 
sure to space the poles just wider than the 
bush or tree. Then attach a piece (or pieces) 
of burlap to them with nails or large staples. 


For smaller wind barriers, the same 
process applies. Shrubs near the house may 
only need a V-shaped barrier, which requires 
three wood stakes, while totally unprotected 
shrubs benefit most from the box-like effect 
which results when four stakes are used 


Landscape Fabrics 


Professional landscapers rely on 
landscape fabrics because they cost- 
effectively deter weed growth and help the 
soil retain moisture. Do-it-yourself gardening 
homeowners are just now discovering the 
multi-purpose fabrics. During the spring and 
summer months they help-eonserve water by 
slowing the evaporation process, When 
winter arrives, quality fabrics, such as 
WeedBlock by Easy Gardener, moderate 
temperature fluctuations and make it more 
difficult for the soil to freeze 


WeedBlock can be placed around plant 
beds and individual trees and shrubs. Laid 
down in overlapping strips, holes or x's can 
be cut into the fabric with scissors or a knife. 
In some cases, it's easier to lay the fabric 
directly over the plant, cut the holes or x's 
tothe size needed, and pull the material down 
around the, plant; Then just push the:loose 
{flaps of fabric evenly under the plant 


Mulch 


A two- to three-inch layer of mulch helps 
ensure that the soil around the plant, shrub 
or tree remains temperate and moist and 
enables the landscape fabric to last for years. 
Even if you don't use a fabric, mulch provides 
a physical barrier that separates the soil from 
the elements. Many gardeners put recycled 
yard waste, such as shredded leaves or 
chipped branches, to work as mulch, while 
others prefer the more attractive look of 
decorative bark chips, rocks or gravel 


Cold weather doesn't have to mean 
damaged greenery, if you take the time to 
prepare. Try some of the suggestions 
described above; your plants will appreciate 
it, and you'll notice the results next spring.

Ample Supply, Prices 
Spur Natural Gas Use 


The following is an interview with American Gas Association Presi- 
dent George H. Lawrence on natural gas prices and supply. 


Q: What is the outlook for consumer natural gas prices? 

Lawrence: Natural gas will continue to be the consumers’ best energy buy 
Because of recent price declines, residential natural gas prices have improved 
their cost advantage over electricity and are expected to retain at least a four-to: 
one advantage. Also, natural gas is projected to cost about 30 percent less than 
heating oil on a national average 

Q: When will residential natural gas prices rise? 

Lawrence: American Gas Association projections indicate that gas prices will 
roughly track inflation into the early 1990s. Gradual price increases are pro- 
jected to begin during the 1990s. 

Q: What is the outlook for natural gas supplies? 


Lawrence: The nation's natural gas supply situation is excellent. A recent 
Department of Energy study says there is a long-term supply. Currently there is 
about a nine percent surplus of domestic supply, plus the likelihood of increased 
Canadian gas availability. The gas industry is beginning to develop expanded 
markets that will favorably impact future drilling to develop more gas supply to 
meet growing demand 

Q: With a supply surplus of domestic gas, why is the nation importing so 
much foreign oil? 

Lawrence: The expanded use of natural gas was prevented in large part by the 
Fuel Use Act, that was passed by Congress in 1978. This law largely pre- 
vented the use of gas in new industrial and electric generation facilities. It 
forced some potential natural gas customers to use imported oil. The law was 
passed at a time when it was thought by some that the nation did not have 
enough natural gas supplies, In 1987, the Fuel Use Act was repealed by Con 
gress, opening the way for the United States to use more natural gas in the 
industrial and electric generation sectors 

Q: Are there others markets where natural gas can replace foreign oil? 

Lawrence: Yes, natural gas has the potential to back out 350,000 barrels per 
day of imported oil immediately from residential, commercial and industrial 
facilities, and as much as 1.6 million barrels per day in five years. But, more 
than 60 percent of the oil consumption in the United States is in the transporta- 
tion sector. Natural gas is just beginning to penetrate this market with new 
equipment. As natural gas makes inroads as a fuel for vehicles—especially for 
business and municipal fleets—it will have both positive energy security and 
environmental benefits, 

Q: What are the environmental advantages of using more natural gas? 

Lawrence: 
be used to help clean up the environment 

Q: What are other new markets for natural gas? 

Lawrence: As I mentioned before, natural gas-powered vehicles are an excel- 
lent future market because they emit far less pollutants than do gasoline-fueled 
vehicles. Currently, there are about 30,000 vehicles in the United States fueled 
by natural gas—mostly fleet vehicles. Another new market area that holds 
promise for natural gas is air conditioning 

Q: Why should the nation use more natural gas? 

Lawrence: The expanded use of natural gas makes good sense for several 
reasons: (1) natural gas is the cleanest fossil fuel; (2) it is in ample supply and 
will be in the future; (3) more use of natural gas will stimulate domestic drilling 
and bring on new supplies of natural gas for future U.S. energy requirements; 
(4) new technology in generating electricity with gas has improved operating 
efficiencies in the range of 50 percent greater than traditional steam plants; (5) 
new technologies in gas air conditioning and cogeneration equipment make nat- 
ural gas use a superior choice in many applications; (6) natural gas is a domestic 
fuel and can help spur economic growth; and, (7) because natural gas is an 
American fuel, it can help provide energy security for the United States

Rep. Krekorian 
backs reform 


The Mass. Legislature's 
Committee on Election Laws has 
released a wide ranging package of 
campaign finance reforms. The 
committee reported out favorably a 
bill based on Common Cause's "Act 
for Accountable Politics.” 

Rep. Rob Krekorian (R-Reading) 
announced his complete support of 
the reform package. "It is 
imperative that we restore faith and 
confidence in government. This bill 
will send a positive signal to the 
public that the power of 
incumbency should not decide 
elections. As one who has pledged to 
serve not more than three terms as 
state representative, I will support 
all legislation that is intended to 
open the doors of government to 
more people,” said Krekorian. 

The primary objective of the 
legislation is to limit the influence 


of the so-called special interests - 
Political Action Committce and to 
prohibit the accumulation of 
unnecessarily large sums of money - 
campaign "war chests.” In a recent 
survey submitted to Mass. Common 
Cause, Krekorian made his support 
for the reform measures 
unequivocal by answering all 11 
questions affirmatively. 

"Initially I had one concern 
relative to a requirement that all 
money be ‘spent down’ after a 
campaign. The operation of my 
district office and the publication of 
our newsletter cost over $10,000 
per year, both of which are paid for 
by the Krekorian Committec," 
explained Rep. Krekorian. 
Apparently his concerns were 
legitimate because the final version 
of the bill removed that ‘spend 
down’ requirement.

Avco and suggested that the vacant 
Swectheart Cup buildings and Wil- 
mington Ford property, especially, 
offer "significant potential in terms 
of redevelopment opportunities."

improve the whole corridor, said 
the director.

Were there any Indian tribes in 
Massachusetts at the time of the 
settlement of the Pilgrims and the 
Puritans? 

The question was raised on 
October 4, during a discussion of 
Indian artifacts, in the Harnden 
Tavern in North Wilmington, The 
publisher of the Town Crier was 
talking of the artifacts collected in 
Wilmington by the late Ernest 
Eames and himself, and kept it, the 
tavern, 

It is true that when the Pilgrims 
were welcomed by Massasoit, a 
Wampanoag Indian, who was 
identified as the "king." It is also 
true that one of his sons, 
Metacomet became a Chief, under 
the name of King Philip. 

King Philip, the publisher told 
the audience was the man who led 
the Indians into a revolt against the 
English. King Philip, in a sense, 
was trying to be the George 
V/ashington of the dusky skinned 
natives. But he failed. 

There were only a few natives in 
the area at the time of the 
settlement of the English. The same 
was probably a fact in other parts 
of what is now the United States. 

Indian population of Cape Cod 
was about 3000 persons in 1600. 
Such an estimate was made in 
1952 by John R. Swanton It is now 
to be found in the Smithsonian 
Institution in Washington DC, 

Swanton's estimate further says 
that by 1617 those numbers had 
been greatly reduced. 

Small pox, a white man's disease, 
was a principal reason. It seems to 
have made its first appearance 
among the Indians in the Plymouth 
areca in 1617. There could have 
been carlicr appearances. 

Middlesex County, too, suffered 
from small pox. 

It is on record that a ship arrived 
at Nantasket on July 10, 1677 with 
many persons afflicted with the 
disease. Among the settlers 
multitudes died in the next few 
years. 

In Woburn 27 persons were 
stricken in May 1679, Four died. 
Among those who were ill was the 
wife of Ephraim Buck. The Buck 
family lived in the "Buck House", 
still existing on Buck's Hill in 
Wilmington. 

There seems to be no record of 
deaths of the natives, if any were 
still existing. If they were, deaths 
could have been numerous, 

The audience was told of 
“historical” names in Massachu- 
setts, Most of the carly towns had 
names which had come from 
England. But area names and 
names of rivers are Algonkian in 
origin. 

Algonkian was a language spoken 
by the natives from the present 


North Carolina to Maine, and 
possibly Nova Scotia, But the 
natives, the speaker belicved, lived 

n "families" of 50 or possibly 
more persons, not "tribes," 

Saugus, north of Boston, was an 
Indian area. So was Naumkeak, the 
present Salem, and Shawmut, now 
Boston. Those names came from 
the early natives. 

Mishawam became Charlestown 
in 1629. That name possibly 
extended as far as Woburn. The 
present Burlington and part of 
Billerica and Tewksbury was 
Shawshin. Wamesit included part 
of Tewksbury and Lowell. 

The persons who Iced those 
ancient families were "sachems" - 
not chiefs, and don't forget that a 
female was the head person of the 
Indians who dwelt on the westerly 
side of the Mystic Lakes, now 
Arlington and part of Winchester. 
That lady was known as the 
"Squaw Sachem." 

Indians dwelt on hills which were 
beside rivers. There had to be a 
level place where corn could be

grown, and which could be used 
for the burial of the dead. 

The hills were important because 
there were fewer mosquitoes. The 
rivers were the source of salmon 
and trout. 

Buck's Hill in Wilmington was 
such a hill. It extended to both 
sides of the present Woburn Strcet. 

The Shawshine River, from 
Burlington to the Merrimack had 
many spots where Indians could 
dwell. Over 100 “camping sites" 
have been tabulated along that 
river, 

One of the best sites for the 
finding of Indian artifacts was the 
present shopping center in 
Tewksbury which is west of Main 
Street and near the Shawshine 
River. It is the site of the 
Tewksbury Post Office. 

That shopping center, nearly 50 
years ago was the homesite of the 
Lacey farm, Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
Lacey dwelt there, together with 
two other familics. 

When construction of the 
shopping center started the entire 
arca was, as could be expected, 
leveled. The soil was moved, very 
much so, in the process, 

That exposed, or nearly exposed, 
many old Indian artifacts.

Michelle's Menagerie 


She introduces her many animal friends to kids

penchant for teaching 
and an inveterate need 
‘© help others are two 


factors which eventually led 
Michelle Lunceford to form 
the ever-more popular education- 
al presentation, Michelle's 
Menagerie. 


The program features a variety 
of up to eight lizards, snakes, spi- 
ders, birds or other exotic animals 
that Lunceford presents to small 
classroom-size groups of students 
and adults. The one thing she 
makes clear from the outset of the 
booking, “This is not entertain- 
ment. I want it to be considered as 
educational.” 

As with much of her story, 
Lunceford’s philosophy about the 
presentation stems from her own 
children. She notes that while her 
five children are in school, she 
wants them learning and brings 
that same attitude to the class- 
rooms where she appears. 

However, the fact that the pre- 
sentation is educational does not 
keep Lunceford from having fun 
with it. Even in an interview her 
face lights up as she starts talking 
about her menagerie. 

A part of the program sets out 
to debunk some of the myths peo- 
ple have about animals. One case 
in point is the tarantula, 

According to Lunceford, “Most 
people are amazed by the tarantu- 
la. They still think if you get bit- 
ten by one you will die.” 

In her program the adults and

students not only learn that a 
tarantula has just about enough 
venom “to kill a cricket, but not a 
human,” but also how the myth 
got started 

Lunceford notes that she does a 
lot of reading and research on her 
animals, This has led her to dis- 
cover that the myth started in 
Taranio, Italy, when an elder came 
to town and wanted to ban danc- 
ing in the community 

The people of Taranio invented 
the story that spiders came out at 
night and killed people by biting 
them. According to the myth, the 
only way to rid a body of the poi- 
son was to dance enough to work 
up a sweat. 

The myth was kept alive by 
Hollywood when secret agents 
would use spiders to kill people in 
the movies while they were sleep- 
ing. 

Lunceford notes that the fangs 
might hurt when you get bitten or 
that a person might be allergic to a 
venom and need treatment. 

“No one has ever died of a 
tarantula bite,” Lunceford avers. 

Myths are not the only knowl- 
edge Lunceford can impart to her 
audiences. She finds that children 
and some adults are fascinated 
with the reasons for the shape or 
texture of different animal parts. 


Lunceford explains that it all 
has to do with an animal's envi- 
ronment. She notes that rabbits 
have furry paws with claws to 
protect them as they hop through 
fields littered with small pointed 
rocks, 

A chinchilla, on the other hand, 
lives naturally in the mountains of 
Chile where the rocks are larger.

Before that time, Lunceford 
had worked as a secretary and,
